art will be astonished at the great pos- 
sibilities of Wedgwood as shown in this 
collection. The variety of color, black, 
various shades of blue, green, pink, cane, 
pure white, etc., and combinations of 
these in more tints upon the same piece, 
and all in harmony, make it most suit- 
able for display in the now favorite 
style introduced by Wedgwood's con- 
temporaries — the Adams brothers. 

The exhibition includes a complete 
series of relics, the personal property ol 
the great English sculptor, John Flax- 
man, R. A., such as a terra-cotta por- 
trait of liis young sister shown at the 
Royal Academy in 1772, original wax 
and other designs, and the set of model- 
ling tools he used. Especially interest- 
ing are the gold and silver medals, two 
of great importance, namely, the gold 
"pallets" of the Society of Arts, having 
been given to him at the age of thirteen 
for models in clay. 

There are also rare plaques,^ perhaps 
the most interesting of which is ''Mer- 
cury joining the hands of England and 
France," modelled by Flaxman to com- 
memorate a commercial treaty of the 
period — the only one in America and the 
one from wliich the illustration in Mete- 
yard's "Life of Wedgwood" was taken. 
Other placques of equal merit are also 
included. 

There is a fine series of forty of Wedg- I 
wood's portrait medallions of celebrities 
of his time, including Lord George Gor- 
don of the notorious Gordon riots of 
1780'; Francis Egerton, Duke of Bridge- 
water, a high relief, perhaps the finest 
portrait Wedgwood ever ' produced. 
Vases, jardinieres, fihe^rC^Mnet "tea and 
coffee equipages" as described in Wedg- 
wood's catalogue of; 1789. Medallions 
and a great variety of -mounted pieces, 
of the period, and many other attractive 
items. 

The exhibition, under Mr. Rathbone's 
personal attention, will remain open for 
two weeks from 10 to 5 daily, and will 
be of great interest to art lovers and col- 
lectors. Mr. Rathbone is a veteran "ex- 
pert" and exhibitor and a past-master of 
the subject upon which he has studied 
and written so mudh. 



eight pastels, and all have freedom of 
handling and delicate coloring. The por- 
traits of "Baby Archibold," "Mistress 
Dorothy Sharp," "Master Willoughby 
Sharp," "Marty's Billy" and "Thomas 
Laughlin" are especially attractive.

Early German Engravings. 
Rarity and choice quality are the 
characteristics of the unusually impor- 
tant and interesting third exhibition of 
the masterpieces of the early German 
engravers now on to Nov. 28 at the 
Keppel Galleries, 4 East 39 St. Lovers 
of the great early German schools will 
find in this display a most unusual se- 
lection of the greatest plates of Mar- 
tin Schongauer, the very early elder 
Van Meckenen,. Durer, Lucas van 
Leyden, Lucas Cranach, Altdorfer, Al- 
degraver, the Behams, and the lesser 
Zanzinger, Glockenton, Brosamer, 
Pencz, Lautensack, and others. Mr. 
David Keppel, in an appreciative lit- 
tle foreword, gives an interesting 
sketch of the Van Meckenens — the rare 
little prints by this primitive engraver 
from a series of the "Small Passion" 
are included in the display. The gems 
of the collection are the really wonder- 
ful impressions of Schongauer's "An- 
nunciation," Durer's "Adam and Eve," 
"Saint Eustace" and "Melancholia," 
the last simply superb, and of "The 
Knight, Death and the Devil," and Lu- 
cas Cranach's "Penitence of St. Chryso- 
stom." The plates shown are all from 
copper, it having been found impos- 
sible to represent the wood engravers 
adequately. 



the Katz Galleries, 103 West 74 St., 
through Nov. 25. The display is of un- 
usual interest, and the works on view 
are for the most part high keyed, joyous 
transcripts of foreign scenes, ultra im- 
pressionistic, but with harmony of line 
lovely color and good light. - The exhi- 
'bition is varied in choice of subject, and 
includes landscapes, marines, street 
scenes, portraits and still life, all painted 
•with force and decision. 

The number of these neo-impression- 
istic exhibitions now in prospect in the 
city this season shows that the work of 
these strong painters is impressing itself 
upon the student and art lover. The 
present display is well worth a visit. 

Henri at Macbeth's. 

An exhibition of 39 recent works now 
on at the Macbeth Gallery, 450 Fifth 
Ave., by Robert Henri, does not contain 
a single example of his figure work, with 
which art lovers are so familiar. The 
display comprises landscapes, wood- 
interiors and marines. Although the 
artist has painted these subjects for years 
this is the first time he has held an exhi- 
bition of them. Many of the canvases 
were painted last summer at Monhagan 
Island, and his strong and able person- 
ality is as aptly revealed in these small 
canvases as in his famous figure compo- 
sitions and portraits. They are full of, 
light and air and painted with all the 
vigor which designates his work. The 
art of Robert Henri is too well known 
to need description, and these recent 
subjects only strengthen the position he 
has occupied in the world of art for ,sev- 
eral years. He paints with sincerity and; 
deep poetical appreciation of the beau 
ties of the sea, sky and woodlands. The 
present display is full of rare charm and 
attractiveness. 



Choice Old Wedgwood. 

A novel and interesting exhibition of 
old Wedgwood has been opened by Mr. 
Frederick Rathbone of South Kensing- 
ton, London, at the galleries of his 
agents, Messrs. Cooper and Griffith, 2 
East 44th Street, assembled from va- 
rious private collections, purchased 
chiefly from the executors of deceased 
connoisseurs and now exhibited for the 
first time. 

Those unfamiliar with this charming 
and graceful purely decorative, English 



Works by Jonas Lie. 

Jonas Lie, whose, forceful work has at- 
tracted the attention of the art world 
for some years past, is showing at the 
Folsom Galleries, 396 Fifth Ave., fifteen 
of his recent canvases. This is the first 
time that this able painter has made a 
special, or "one-man" exhibition in New 
York, and his deserved reputation is em- 
phasized in the present display, which, 
although varied in subject, is uniform in 
quality. His virile brush is well exempli- 
fied in "Shower Passing Out to Sea," 
a stirring presentment of the sub- 
ject. "Children Bathing" shows good 
action and is agreeable in outdoor quali- 
ties. There are poetry and realism in 
"Wharf in Fog" and "Cluck-Cluck" is 
a clever painting of chickens. A colorist 
of rare ability is Mr. Lie, as is shown in 
"Nasturtium and Aster," an admirably 
decorative canvas, and in his two Au- 
tumn subjects, "Golden Birch" and "Gray 
Autumn Day," v/hich, while they are 
among the most impressionistic in the 
collection, are yet tender in poetic quali- 
ties. 

If the artist allures, it is by his breadth 
and truth of presentment, and his work 
is always convincin.8: and interesting. 

At the same .ealleries there is^ also 
an interesting exhibition of Portraits in 
Sanguine and Pastel, by Virginia Har- 
graves Wood. These are delicately 
handled, while at the same time they have 
precision and directness. Notable among 
the red chalk portraits are those of "Lady 
Priscilla," an excellent likeness: "Master 
Mabon," well drawn and charminor jn 
expression, and of "Mr. George Trevor," 
well composed and dignified. There are

PHILADELPHIA. 

The art season opened brilliantly here 
last Saturday evening, when a general 
private view at the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy inaugurated the installation of the 
ninth annual watercolor exhibition and 
the tenth annual exhibition of miniatures.

The second in the series of group ex- 
hibitions organized by the MacDowell 
Club, opened at the club galleries, 108 
West 55 St., on Thursday, to continue 
through Nov. 28.

CHICAGO. 

The 24th annual exhibition of Ameri- 
can oils and sculptures, selected in this 
country and Europe, opened at the Art 
Institute last Tuesday. These are 365 
oils and 35 sculptures, representing 269 
artists, and the display is a thoroughly 
representative exhibition of American 
art from all sections of the country. 
Among the portraits are examples of 
Ralph Clarkson, John S. Sargent, Car- 
roll Beckwith, Irving R. Wiles, John W. 
Alexander, Robert Reid, Mary Cassatt, 
Hugo Ballin, Robert Henri and Robert 
Vonnoh. Ben Foster ranks high among 
the landscape painters and is in good 
company with Leonard Ochtman, C. H. 
Davis, Herman Dudley Murphy, Charles 
P. Gruppe, Daniel Garber and Edward 
Redfield. Frederick C. Frieseke shows 
three fine color works; Oliver Dennett 
Grover has Italian scenes and Horatio 
Walker and Edmund Tarbell are among 
others whose work deserve especial no- 
tice. 

Daniel Garber, with his typical land- 
scape, "Towering Trees," wins the Pot- 
ter Palmer gold medal and $1,000, and 
John C. Johansen wins the Norman 
Wait Harris silver medal and $500 for 
his virile figure work, "Village Rider." 

Union League Display. 

The first exhibition of the season, at 
the Union League Club, arranged by 
Harry Watrous, chairman of the Art 
Committee, was held last week. The 
work of twenty-one representative ar- 
tists made up the display, which attract- 
ed the usual large number of visitors, 
especially on ladies' days, Friday and 
Saturday.

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AN ART SENSATION. 

Perhaps the greatest sensation that 
has occurred in the American art world 
in niany years, is the closing of the 
American Pavilion at the International 
Art Exposition at Rome by the Ameri- 
can Director, Mr. Harrison S. Morris, 
against the wishes- of the Italian man- 
agement of the Exposition, with the 
result that the many prominent Ameri- 
can painters and sculptors who sent 
their works to Rome with the expectation 
of medals or other honors, are shut out 
from any awards by the management — 
the resignation of Mr. Morris as one of 
the three American members of the In- 
ternational Jury of awards, and the 
"dismissal from the service,'' by Mr. 
Morris, of his own appointee as Secre- 
tary of the American Department and 
a fellow International Juror, Mr. Will- 
iam Henry Fox, Director of the John 
Plerron Institute at Indianapolis, be- 
cause he would not also resign. Mr. 
Joseph Pennell, the third American 
Juror, has also declined to resign. 

As said elsewhere, no opinion nor ad- 
verse criticism should be passed upon 
Mr. Morris's action until his full ex- 
planation of the extraordinary occur- 
rence — one unprecedented in the history 
of expositions or rather of the Art De- 
partments of Expositions, is received. 
The cable story says that Mr. Morris 
states that his action was forced, ow- 
ing to the failure of the Italian mana- 
gers of the Exposition to extend the 
insurance upon the American art 
works, beyond Oct. 31, the time origi- 



nally set for the closing of the Expo- 
sition, and the further fact that the 
transit insurance he had effected upon 
the American art works at Rome, 
would not permit him to retain them 
for a longer period than the closing 
date. 

This explanation would seem plaus- 
ible, and may be accepted by the Amer- 
ican artists represented at Rome, but it 
is difficult to understand the ''dismissal 
from the service" of Mr. Fox. It is 
to be hoped that this also can and will 
be satisfactorily explained by Mr. Mor- 
ris. Meanwhile judgment on the mat- 
ter should be suspended, both in and 
out of the studios and galleries. 

The Exposition management desired 
to extend the period of the affair, ow- 
ing to the fact that late opening, a phe- 
nomenally hot summer, and the fear of 
cholera, so diminished the attendance 
at the Exposition, that it was presum- 
ably financial failure and was cer- 
tainly a failure in the absence of the 
expected throngs. The evidently bit- 
ter controversy that has arisen be- 
tween Mr. Morris and. the Italian man- 
agement of the Exposition, which does 
not appear to have occurred in the case 
of the other nations, which also closed 
their exhibits Oct. 31, is the more to 
be regretted, as it follows close upon 
the Olypmic games trouble in London, 
of 1909, the Henley regatta affair of 
some summers ago, etc., and lends 
strength to the too frequent expres- 
sion in Europe of the opinion that "the 
United States, when it takes part in 
foreign sporting, art or other events, 
usually 'gets in wrong.' "

deserving, or if they fail to select, to 
be chosen by the Advisory Board, for 
art study in Europe. 



A REMBRANDT DOUBTED. 

According to a writer in "The Cicer- 
one," Dr. Bredius will shortly publish 
an article proving that the fine portrait of 
EHzabeth Bas, widow of Admiral Swar- 
tenhout, in the Rijks-Museum, at Ams- 
terdam, is not by Rembrandt. Most writ- 
ers, including Dr. Bode, have regarded 
it as a genuine work, and it is usually 
classed among the masiter's best por- 
traits. The name of Ferdinand Bol will, 
it is said, be advanced by Dr. Bredius 
as that of the probable author ; while the 
writer in "The Cicerone" suggests that 
in many particulars the portrait shows 
a close connection with the style of 
Jacob Backer. 



PULITZER AIDS ART. 

The will of Joseph Pulitzer, filed for 
probate last Tuesday, makes generous 
gifts for charitable and artistic purpos- 
es. The Metropolitan Museum gets 
$500,000; $500,000 goes to the Philhar- 
monic Society of this city, and Colum- 
bia University receives $2,000,000 to 
establish and maintain a school of jour- 
nalism. A bequest of $50,000 is made 
for the erection of a memorial foun- 
tain in Central Park and $25,000 to 
erect a statue in this city, of Thomas 
Jefferson. 

Art, literature and the drama are es- 
pecially favored in the will, the amount 
of $1,000 annually being left for the 
American novel which shall best pre- 
sent the wholesome atmosphere of 
American life and the highest standard 
of American manners and manhood, the 
same amount for the original American 
play performed in New York, which 
shall best represent the best educational 
value and power of the stage by raising 
the standard of good taste and good 
•manners, the best book of the year 



MUSEUM BUYS A CRANACH. 

A "Portrait of a Lady," by Lucas 
Cranach (1472-1553), a painting signed 
and dated 1549, has been bought from 
Mr. H. L. Ehrich of the Ehrich Galleries 
by the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 
The work was acquired by Mr. H. L. 
Ehrich during his recent five months' 
trip in Europe, during which he visited 
all the important art centers, and is one 
of the most remarkable "primitive" por- 
traits ever brought to this country. It is 
25 inches in height and 18^ in width, 
and in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion. In color effect it is wonderful as 
well as daring. The beautiful rich black, 
beautiful whites of the headgear, the 
charming pinkish tones of hands and 
face against a background of robin's 
tgg blue, make an effect altogether un- 
usual. Fine portraits by Lucas Cranach 
are very rare, and the Boston Museum 
is to be congratulated on the acquisition 
of this painting. It is unfortunate that 
the painting does not come to the Met- 
ropolitan Museum. 

The price paid is not given out, but 
it is understood to have been a large 
one. The Ehrich Galleries have import- 
ed many notable paintings during the 
last few years, many of which have gone 
to museum walls, among which may be 
mentioned the Nicholas Maes bought by 
the Metropolitan Museum, the Herrera by 
the Worcester Museum, and the fine Por- 
trait of a Monk by Zurburan, now in the 
Hispanic Society Museum. It will also 
be remembered that these galleries sold 
the famous Portrait of an Ecclesiastic 
by Velasquez to Mr. H. E. Huntington 
last Spring for an announced sum of 
$100,000. It was only a week ago that 
the sale by these galleries of an impor- 
tant Murillo and a Magnasco to Sir 
William Van Home of Montreal was 
exclusively announced in this journal.

neys standing in a pool in the fore- 
ground — the Goat, always to be found 
with cattle at pasturage in France — the 
fine brown cow in the middle distance 
and the grazing herd in the background 
are so placed as to carry the eye pleas- 
antly and naturally from point to point. 
The cattle are placed in a joyous sum- 
mer landscape under a luminous sky — 
and in an atmosphere made golden by 
the rays of a summer sun piercing 
through alternate dark and lighter 
clouds. The scene is joyous, truthful, 
convincing. 

The picture compares most favorably 
with another great example of Van 
Marcke, for which an American col- 
lector of prominence is now negotiating 
in London.

A ROW AT ROME. 

An Associated Press Cable from Rome 
brings the surprising news that, in con- 
sequence of some dispute over the ques- 
tion of insurance with the Italian mana- 
gers of the International Art Exposition 
in that city, the American Commissioner 
General, Harrison S. Morris, closed the 
American Pavilion in the Exposition 
grounds Oct. 31, withdrew 'as one of the 
three American members of the Interna- 
tional Jury of awards, and ordered that 
the Secretary of the American depart- 
ment, one of his associates on said Jury— 
the other being Joseph Pennell — ^appoint- 
ed by Mr. Morris himself, name Will- 
iam Henry Fox, director of the John Her- 
ron Institute of Indianapolis, should also 
withdraw from the Jury. This, the cable 
story further states, Mr. Fox refused to 
do, whereupon Mr. Morris "Dismissed 
him from the service. Mr. Pennell, al- 
though not under the orders of Mr. Mor- 
ris, also declined to withdraw as a juror, 
from which it would appear that he was 
requested so to do by Mr. Morris. 

The occurrence has naturally oc- 
casioned a sensation in Rome, and an 
impression of amazement in the studios 
in this country. Mr. Morris, in the 
cable story, justified his action, which 
has resulted in the exclusion of the 
American artists exhibiting at Rome from 
any chance of obtaining medals or 
awards of any kind, by the claim that the 
Italian management acted in bad faith 
in failing to extend the insurance by pay- 
ing the necessary premiums, on the 
American art works beyond Oct. 31, the 
time originally set for the Exposition's 
closing — and as the transit insurance he 
had effected here would have been void- 
ed if he had not closed the Pavilion Oct. 
31, he had no recourse but to so close 
it. Mr. Pennell in a subsequent cable 
explained his position as follows : 

"Both myself and Mr. Fox refused to 
resign when requested to do so by Mr. 
Morris, -as we had nothing to do with 
the administrative difficulties which had 
arisen between Mr. Morris and the 
Italian management. We considered 
ourselves merely as members of the in- 
ternational tribunal, whose authority 
only we could recognize." 

Mr. Pennell expressed great regret 
that, owing to the subsequent withdrawal 
of the United States from the exposition, 
American artists would be deprived of 
the privilege of competing with the ar- 
tists of other nations for the prizes. He 
pointed out that the justice of his atti- 
tude and that of Mr. Fox was proved by 
his own election among the first as a 
member of the final board of jurors to 
award the international prizes. 



[It would appear to be only fair to sus- 
pend judgment on the action of Mr. Mor- 
ris, which so seriously affects the many 
American painters and sculptors who ex- 
hibited at Rome, until his detailed ex- 
planation arrives. It is thought that he 
will certainly prepare and send such de- 
tailed and full explanation, in justice not 
only to himself, but to the artists and 
collectors who contributed works to the 
Exposition. 

The "Dismissal from the service" of 
Mr. Fox excites the studios, and sur- 
prise is expressed that Mr. Morris should 
have taken such drastic action against, 
not only so respected and able a man as 
Mr. Fox, who remained at his p-ost the 
long and hot summer in the cholera epi- 
demic (Mr. Morris spent the summer at 
his home near Philadelphia) and one 
who was his chosen appointee and close 
friend. Mr. Morris and Mr. Pennell 
have also been intimate friends of years 
standing. — Ed.] 



AMERICAN ART NEWS. 



LONDON LETTER. 

Londan, Nov. 8, 1911. 

Recent decorations on the upper floor 
of the National Portrait Gallery have 
been conducted so as not to interfere 
with any changes that may 'be hereafter 
made in the extension of the gallery. The 
collections of the gallery have been 
formed by the Trustees, under the direc- 
torships of the late Sir George Scharf 
and Mr. Lionel Cust, out of an annual 
grant from the Treasury of £750. Al- 
though the Trustees have received many 
valuable loans and gifts of pictures and 
works of art, the annual grant has, dur- 
ing the fifty-five years of the gallery's 
'existence, been supplemented only once 
by a gift of money, namely, in 1889, 
when a sum of £250 was contributed by 
the Committee of the Stuart Exhibition. 

The following portraits, recently ac- 
quired by the Trustees, are now shown 
for the first time: Sir Francis Drake 
(1540?- 1596), painted by an unknown 
artist, purchased October, 1911; Wences- 
laus Hollar (1607-1677), engraver, 
painted by H. Van der Borcht ( ?), pur- 
chased July, 1911; John Radcliffe, M.D. 
(1650-1714), physician, painted by John 
Closterman, purchased October, 1911; 
Arnold Joost van Keppel, First Earl of 
Albemarle, K.G. (1669-1718), confidant 
of William III., painted by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller, purchased October, 1911. 
. Messrs. P. & D. Colnaghi & Obach are 
showing at their galleries, 168 New Bond 
Street, a representative collection of 
forty-seven oils by Louis Mettling. This 
artist was. born at Dijon in 1846 and 
lived a quiet unassuming life in France 
until his death in 1904. These pictures 
are sincere art and have good draughts- 
manship and keen color sense. They 
are in two distinct periods, the early 
work being mostly landscape, while the 
latter comprises head studies and in- 
teriors, mostly depicting humble peasant 
life. The later period is by far the more 
interesting, giving evidence of great in- 
tensity combined with good, although 
unassuming technique. It is rather sur- 
prising that this artist's work is not bet- 
ter known, although his output was not 
great and he never forced attention to 
'his work. He is, however, represented 
in several continental galleries, as, for 
example, the Amsterdam Gallery and the 
•Mesdag collection at The Hague. 

A beautiful volume has been pub- 
lished, illustrating mounted Chinese 
porcelains, in the collection, of Mr. E. M. 
Hodgkins, compiled by Seymour De 
Ricca and published in Paris by Maison 
Philippe Renouard. The porcelains dealt 
with consist of Chinese vases with gilt 
bronze mounts, chiselled by eighteenth- 
century Parisian jewellers of the Louis 
XV. and XVI. periods. The book con- 
tains a fine series of color prints, each 
duplicated in black and white and exe- 
cuted with true French taste. The edi- 
tion is limited to two hundred copies. 



Queen Mary, fell at £32 (Kinderman); 
and Mr. Sabin bought an oval portrait of 
George Washington, with an original letter, 
for £20.

Louis R. Ehrich. 

The remains of Louis R. Ehrich ar- 
rived on the Minnewaska on Tuesday 
last from London. Mrs. Ehrich, her 
daughter, Mrs. Wyckoff and child, and 
her son, Mr. Walter Ehrich, arrived on 
the same steamer. On the bright late 
Autumn morning of Thursday, the in- 
terment took place in the Ehrich plot in 
the beautiful cemetery of Salem Fields- 
Cypress Hill, Long Island. There was 
a goodly assemblage of personal and 
business friends and a touching and ap- 
propriate address of farewell was made 
by Rabbi Wise. So was laid to rest a 
good man, a gentleman, and one uni- 
versally mourned and regretted by all 
who had the honor and benefit of his 
friendship and acquaintance. 



Felix Ziem. 

Felix Ziem died in Paris Nov. 10, in 
his 91st year. He was born in 1824 at 
Beaume, studied in Paris, travelled in the 
Far East and first exhibited at the Salon 
of 1849. He was a prolific painter and 
among the most notable of his works are 
the "Venetian Scenes," a choice collec- 
tion of which are in the Petit Palais, 
Paris, including "After Sunrise at Stam- 
boul." In 1847 he received the cross of 
the Legion of Honor. Two of his pic- 
tures, "The Doge's Palace'' and a marine 
painting, are in the' Luxembourg, and a 
"View of the Quai St. Jean, Marseilles, 
is in the Marseilles Gallery. Many of 
his finest works are owned by American 
collectors. 



John McM. Warner. 

John McMurdie Warner, a Philadel- 
phia collector, died suddenly at his home 
in Philadelphia, aged 53 years, last Sat- 
urday. Much of his time was devoted to 
travelling. In his art collection are some 
rare Japanese curios and ' a number of 
valuable paintings, one, a Murillo, valued 
at $200,000, once owned by Jerome 
Bonaparte. 



Edouard Andre. 

The death is announced of Edouard 
Andre, landscape architect, whose name 
is connected with all the embellish- 
ments of gardens in France and Europe 
with the last forty years. Collaborator 
with Alphand, he designed numer- 
ous parks in England, Holland, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Monte Carlo and Uruguay. 
Editor-in-chief of the "Revue Hortico- 
le,'' he was the author of a general tre- 
atise on parks and gardens. He died at 
seventy-one- on his estate of La Croix 
(Indre-et-Loire). The deceased, who 
was professor of architecture at the 
School of Agriculture at Versailles, 
was an officer of the Legion of Honor. 



Hans Bruhlmann. 

The death is announced at Stuttgart, 
aged 34, of the painter, Hans Bruhl- 
mann, pupil of Kalkreuth and Holzel, 
well known as a painter of the nude, 
landscapes and frescoes. He exhibited 
at the Secession of Berlin. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Nov. 8, 1911. 

M. Georges Roux, son of one of the 
administrators of the Society of the 
Georges Petit Galleries, has sailed for 
New York. He will remain two or three 
months in America to make an exposition 
in Chicago, the works of the Barbizon 
and of living masters. Corot, Diaz, 
Dupre, Troyon, Rousseau will be largely 
represented, as well as Charley, Dauchez, 
Ulman and Le Sidaner. 

There was opened Oct. 28, by the un- 
der Secretary of State, at the Beaux- 
Arts, the exposition of the group of 
Paris painters and engravers, formed 
under the presidency of MM. Roll and 
Georges Cain and the vice-presidency of 
MM. Gillot and Frank Boggs. About 
150 pictures, water colors and engrav- 
ings, having for subjects Paris and the 
Parisians, are on exhibition until Nov. 
12 in two of the small rooms in the gal- 
leries of the Rue de Seze. 

Among the works which attract the 
most attention and are the most worthy 
of interest are graceful female figures by 
M. Caro Delvaille; some remarkable 
gouaches which remind one of Turner, 
although their author, M. Louis Gillot, 
is very original; and two pictures by M. 
Frank Boggs, which suggest Jongkind. 
There is also a "Nocturne" and a snow 
effect, delicate harmonies, by M. J. W. 
Morrice; and two Paris bridges, one in 
snowy weather, by M"". Abel Truchet. By 
M. Fougerousse is a little pictur-e: "La 
Bievre," with a delicate silvery eflfect, and 
by M. Bejot some agreeaJble drawings. 
Some beautiful pages from the pencil, so 
incisive, of M. Legrand, cannot be neg- 
lected any more than the snow and mist 
effects at Montmartre of M. Chenard- 
Huche, and the amusing fantasies of M. 
Marcel Clement. The landscapes of Mile. 
Dujardin-Beaumetz are vague and the 
wrestlers of M. Chapuy ugly. 

The eighth Salon of Original Etch- 
ings in Color opened Nov. 1 at the Petit 
Gallery, to continue to . Nov. 23. The 
catalogue, copiously illustrated, contains 
333 numbers, all works by excellent ar- 
tists, of which only a small number are 
printed. There is this year a sensible 
amelioration of the "ensemble," the ma- 
jority of the artists having understood 
that engraving in color cannot have re- 
production for its imique object. It is 
necessary that original engraving should 
always preserve, even when printed in 
colors, the character which belongs to it. 

The Persian Art Gallery of London 
opened an Early Mohammedan Art Ex- 
hibition Nov. 6 at the Galleries Henry 
Barbazanges, 109 Faubourg Saint Hon- 
ore. It consists of ceramics, enamelled 
glasses, gold and silver inlaid bronzes 
— ^the result of recent excavations in Cen- 
tral Persia — Persian and Indian draw- 
ings and illustrated 'MSS., sixteenth cen- 
tury carpets and rugs, textiles,' etc. The 
recent notable exhibition of this gallery, 
from which several of the museums and 
principal collectors acquired specimens, 
will be remembered. The present one is 
more varied in the nature of the exhibits, 
but they are all of equal interest in their 
respective branches of art. 



WOOLF LOSES SUIT. 

A suit brought by Samuel Woolf , the 
artist, against Mrs. Philip Van Valken- 
burg, a reputed wealthy widow in this 
city, this week, to recover $5,000, the 
claimed value of a portrait which the 
artist asserted Mrs. Van Valkenburg had 
ordered, and he had painted of her, and 
for which she refused to pay, was not 
decided, as the jury failed to agree. The 
case will probably be appealed. Last 
year the artist, Francis Sullivan, sued 
Mrs. Van Valkenburg for the value of a 
portrait, which he also claimed she had 
ordered, and then refused to take, but 
lost his suit. 



GRAND CANON PICTURES. 

Perhaps the most interesting pic- 
ture exhibition of the early season will 
be that of eighteen oils depicting the 
Grand Canon of Arizona, thirteen 
painted by the seven prominent Ameri- 
can artists who visited the wonder- 
work of Nature last spring, as was duly 
recorded in the Art News and five by 
three other eminent artists who had 
portrayed the canon on canvas in pre- 
vious years — to open in the Moulton 
and Ricketts Galleries on Monday next 
Nov. 20, and to continue through Dec. 
2. The different viewpoints and strange- 
ly varied treatments of the grand theme 
by the eminent and able artists to be 
shown, will profoundly interest and 
impress art lovers. The paintings will 
afterwards be shown in the larger cities 
of the country. The painters represent- 
ed, who visited the canon last spring 
are Ballard Williams with two can- 
vases, Elliot Daingerfield (3), E. D. 
Potthast (2), DeWitt Parshall (2), 
William Ritschel (2), W. R. Leigh (1), 
and Luis Mora (1). 

The other painters to be represented 
will be the veteran Thomas Moran 
with three canvases, the late George 
H. McCord (1) and George Inness, Jr. 

(1). 

PRIZES AT ROME. 

The grand jury of the Art Exposi- 
tion, Rome, have decided to award ten 
grand prizes for paintings and sculp- 
tures, eight for workers in black and 
white and many second prizes. 

All the jurors expressed regret that 
the American artists were deprived of 
the recognition due them as is told else- 
where. It is agreed that if the Ameri- 
can works had been judged John S. 
Sargent would have received a grand 
prize and that the black and white ex- 
hibits of Jessie Willcox Smith, Eliza- 
beth Shippen Green and Jules Guerin 
and the McGlaughen and Webster ex- 
hibits of etchings were the best shown* 
The jurors admitted they were un- 
equalled. 

Joseph Pennell was much distressed 
that no prizes could go to America, but 
said the judging was fair. 



The art collections of the late George 
Crocker and the furnishings of his 
house at I, E. 64 St., will be sold at auc- 
tion in New York early in January. 
The collection includes Beauvais tap- 
estries, Louis XIV, XV and XVI fur- 
niture; Oriental rugs, bronzes, Sevres 
and Chinese porcelains, the latter in- 
cluding choice examples of the Kang- 
hsi and Chien-lung periods. Among 
the paintings are works of Van der. 
Neer, Van Loo, Fortuny, Gainsborough, 
Lawrence, Cazin, Aubert, Diaz and 
Zamacois. 



HUTH LIBRARY SALE. 

The first days sale of the Ruth library 
at Sothebys last Tuesday realized some high 
prices. The salesroom was crowded and 
among the active bitters was Mr. Bernard 
Quaritch who taught almost the entire 
series of Aesop's fables at prices ranging 
from $500 to $2,000 

A unique sixteenth century manuscript, 
went to Quaritch for $5,000 the top figure 
of the day. 

Another important Quaritch purchase was 
the adamus Carthusiensis vellums manu- 
script which brought $1,050. The French 
edition of Aesop's fables went to Murray 
for $1,000. A black letter book by William 
Alexis, containing an "Argument Betwyxt 
Man and Woman," from the poems of 
Wynken de Worde, believed to be from the 
Caldecott and Daniel collecitions, probably 
printed before 1530, sold for $640. The 
total realized was $25,275. 



FENN WATERCOLOR SALE. 

Some three score of watercolors by the 
late Harry Fenn, in his day a popu- 
lar artist and illustrator but whose work is 
now somewhat old fashioned, were sold at 
the Anderson Auditorium by the Anderson 
Auction Co., Nov. 9, for a total of $2,058.

Although trade is a little quiet just 
at this writing, it is far and away be- 
yond what it was this time last year, 
and every indication points to a most 
prosperous season. Much more inter- 
est is shown in all branches of the fine 
art trade; orders already placed are 
larger, and indeed general activity has 
superseded the lull of the early autumn.

Others expected this season 
are Mr. Edgar Gorer, due on the Lusi- 
tania Thursday next, Mr. E. M. Hodg- 
kins, Mr. Frank Partridge, Mr. E. 
Dreyfous and others. 



Mr. E. Sperling, of the Kleinberger 
Galleries, arrived on Monday last on the 
George Washington and is now at the 
New York gallery, 12 West 40 St. Mr. 
Sperling reports that he has secured 
several important paintings which will 
be shown this season.

At the E. M. Hodgkins Galleries, 630 
Fifth Ave., there are now on exhibition, 
in addition to the unique and charming 
collections of examples of Downman 
and drawings by Cosway, Lawrence 
and other famous English artists, thirty 
drawings by Bartolzzi, also a unique 
collection, secured recently by the 
elder Hodgkins from the Carnavari 
Palace in Rome. As Bartalozzi is bet- 
ter known to American art lovers by 
his engravings, this collection, every 
example of which has a special charm 
of expression, while all are beautiful, 
soft and delicate in color and' typically 
graceful in drawing, will reveal the 
artist in a new light. 



Mr. C. J. Charles is expected at his 
new galleries, 718 Fifth Ave., 'within 
the next ten days. The galleries, seven 
in number, and which occupy three 
floors of the large building at the south- 
west corner of the Avenue and 56 St., 
have been furnished and arranged by 
Mr. H. F. Dawson of the house with 
great skill and taste, and should be a 
favorite resort for lovers of early Eng- 
lish furnishings and furniture, rare 
tapestries, old mantlepieces and choice 
Oriental porcelains, for all of which 
treasures this house is so favorably 
known. While not over furnished, each 



gallery has many unique objects and 
has a charmingly intime atmosphere. 
In the ground floor gallery, which one 
enters directly from the Avenue, there 
are several furniture suites, some vit- 
rines filled with Oriental porcelains and 
choice Wedgwoods and perhaps the fin- 
est of a set of five 18th Century white 
marble Gorgean statuary mantlepieces 
taken from the house of 18 Grosvenor 
Sq., London, which Mrs. Ava Willing 
Astor now occupies. These mantle- 
pieces have beautiful sculptures and are 
in themselves worth a visit of inspec- 
tion and study. In one of the upper 
galleries there is a set of four Gobelin 
tapestries called the "Series des Indes" 
signed and dated 1783, by Nielsen the 
director of the factory, and designs by 
Desportes. In another room there are 
several rich old Venetian mirrors, with 
frames covered with rock crystals. One 
of the galleries, a Queen Anne room, is 
beautifully oak paneled. There are a 
number of fine tapestry sets, in addi- 
tion to the Gobelin set above men- 
tioned, chiefly Royal Aubussons. 

Of the galleries one is devoted to a 
special exhibition of Spanish iron work 
of the 9th to the 17th Centuries formed 
by Don Nicolas Duque, and which was 
for a long period loaned to the Royal 
Archaelogical Museum of Madrid. In 
this unique collection of wrought iron 
work there are all manner of objects 
including grilles and scrolls, old keys, 
doorknobs, bolts and even crucifixes. 
The Charles Galleries at present form a 
museum of early decorative arts. 



A special exhibition of rare and 
fine bookbindings will open at the Bo- 
naventure Gallery, 5 East 35 St., on 
Monday next, Nov. 18, to continue 
through Nov. 25. The choice and un- 
usual quality of these bindings is evi- 
denced by the illustration on page 7, 
of a watercolor drawing by Trudouze, 
inlaid on the cover of a binding by 
Gruel, of an edition of Gautier's "Mile, 
de Maupin, and among other fine 
bindings to be shown are some old 
English ones for Aesop's Fables, one 
by Pomey with a chisel portrait of 
Washington on the cover for Andrews' 
"Portraiture of the American Revo- 
lution,'' one by Zaehnsdorf for Coler- 
idge's "Sybilline Leaves," and one by 
David for St. Amand's "Last Years of 
Louis XV." There are also to be 
shown some historical and famous 
bindings from the libraries of Kings, 
Queens, Princes, Favorites and States- 
men, Illuminated MSS., including the 
"Books of Hours," and a remarkable 
assortment of historical autographs. 



An exhibition of portraits by Mrs. Al- 
bert Herter will open at the Folsom Gal- 
lery, 396 Fifth Ave., Nov. 23. 



The hearing of the case of Benjamin 
J. Duveen of Duveen Bros., postponed 
from late October, was called for trial 
last Monday in the criminal branch of 
the United States Circuit Court. The 
defendant did not appear, but his coun- 
sel; John B. Stanchfield, asked for fur- 
ther time for his client to plead, and sub- 
mitted afiidavits of four English physi- 
cians, stating that Mr. Duveen's mother 
was critically ill in London, and that the 
absence of her son at this time would 
seriously affect her condition. 

United States District Attorney Henry 
A. Wise bitterly opposed any further ad- 
journment of the case, and Judge Mar- 
tin set the first Monday in December for 
final trial, and stated that unless the de- 
fendant appeared on that day he would 
advise Judge Holt that his $50,000 bail 
should be forfeited. Mr. Wise then 
said: "I shall ask the Court to take 
charge of this case. I shall not move in 
it any more.''
